General Vote 
For Britain 


Labor Party 
Ahead In Polls; 
1st In 4 Years 


LONDON (AP) — Prim e Min­ 
ister Harold Wilson, bolstered 
by a surge of strength in recent 
opinion polls, tonight called a 
national election for June 18 to 
seek five more years in jiower. 
The Laborite prime minister 
announced the date of the elec­ 
toral contest after calling on 
Queen Elizabeth II at Bucking­ 
ham Palace to inform her of his 
decision and to ask her to dis­ 
solve Parliament. 
Then he returned to Ins head­ 
quarters at No. IO Downing St. 
to advise the leaders of the two 
opposition 
parties — 
Edward 
Heath of the Conservatives and 
Jerem y Thorpe of the tiny Lib­ 
eral party. 
An announcement from Wil­ 
son’s 
office 
said 
Parliament, 
which began a Whitsun holiday 
Saturday, will be recalled May 
26 to complete unfinished busi­ 
ness and will be dissolved May 
29. 
The new Parliam ent will meet 
June 29. ll days after the elec­ 
tion, to elect a speaker and 
swear in the legislators. The 
formal opening of the parlia­ 
mentary session by Hic queen 
was set for July 2. 
Britsh parliaments re - elect­ 
ed for five years, hut the prime 
minister can call for a new elec­ 
toral 
mandate any time. 
Al­ 
though the term of the current 
House of Commons does not ex­ 
pire until next May, the Labor

Wage Policy 


HOT SPRINGS, Va. (AP) — 
The chairman of the Federal 
Reserve System said today a 
policy approaching wage and 
price control may be necessary 
temporarily. 
Arthur F. Burns told the 17th 
annual monetary conference of 
tile American Bankers Associa­ 
tion: 
’’We should not 
close our 
minds to the possibility that an 
incomes 
policy, 
provided 
it 
stopped well short 
of 
direct 
price and wage controls and 
was used merely as a supple­ 
ment to over-all fiscal and mo­ 
netary measures, might speed 
us through this transition period 
of cost push inflation.” 
Cost push inflation is caused 
by continuing high cost of labor 
and materials rather than by 
excessive consumer and busi­ 
ness demands. 
Burns said government inter­ 
vention 
to 
control 
excessive 
wage and price costs would be 
“ completely im practical” over 
a long period. He conceded that 
such a policy also might not 
have a lasting effect on the 
structure of costs and prices if 
its use was restricted to a tran­ 
sitional period. 
Burns’ 
rem arks 
were 
his 
strongest public statem ent on 
the subject to date. 
He also said it was of funda­ 
mental importance that the gov­ 
ernment’s taxing and spending 
programs and control of the 
money supply work hand in 
hand in the months ahead. 
“ If the tempo of economic ac­ 
tivity picks up later this year, 
as may now be reasonably an­ 
ticipated, the task of insuring 
that this recovery does not be­ 
come too brisk—thereby threat­ 
ening a re-emergence of exces­ 
sive demand—should not fall on 
monetary policy alone” he told 
the European.

Grant joined the army as a 
young man and was wounded 
iii tile stomach in Korea; later, 
he worked in Boston.

up

NAACV’s fight to bring industry 
— and good jobs — to the area. 
Good jobs would, in turn, bring 
a technical school and a tax 
base that would support better 
prim ary education. 
To Mr. Grant — and to Isaac 
Williams, who heads the state 
NAACP in distant Columbia —

bag.” Thc NAACP’s story is 
that the wealthy retirees of 
Hilton Head have no real in­ 
terest in conservation; if they 
did,

insists that thc Hilton Head 
developers began by deforesting 
their island and driving out the 
deer and wild bird population.

The NACCP is more concerned 
with obtaining jobs at industrial 
rates of pay for blacks than 
it is iii saving a few shrimp 
or underwriting the real estate 
m arket for vacationers.

Credit ca rd s, cash, C hristm as 
gifts, guns, rich slocks, cheeks 
for charity, and even T reasu ry 
shipm ents have been vanishing 
from the mails in growing n u m ­ 
bers. 


Officials can't put a precise 
dollar figure on the theft losses, 
hut the nation's top postal cop, 
Chief Inspector William J. Cot­ 
ter. said: 
“ We handle billions of dollars 
a day in the mail, and when I 
say it (the losses) would go into 
the 
millions, 
that 
m ight

low.” 
A rrests of postal w orkers for 
theft 
and 
rifling 
mail 
have 
jum ped by one-half in less than 
two years, now running well be­ 
yond 1,100 a year. 
The 
percentage

friendly neighborhood m ailm an 
—is very low. But losses still 
run high.

An unending river of riches 
moves through the U.S. mails 
every day Most of it. gets to its 
destination. Tile very vastness 
of the mails keeps many items 
of value Iddden from sight and 
assured of safety 
Diamond m erchants ofien use 
the mails rather than m essen­ 
gers. Stocks go by mail. So do 
mink coats, money, candy, tax­ 
es, toys, hill paym ents, millions 
of 
social 
security 
checks

month, and som etim es even the 
kitchen sink. 
The Post Office moves 82 bil­ 
lion pieces of mail a year. Its 
com plaints about 
mail 
a p p a r­ 
ently lost or stolen last y ear ran 
to about I million—a tiny p er­ 
centage, but people don’t co m ­ 
plain about missing letters that 
w eren’t of any value. 
Postal files show arrests of 
m ailm en are on the rise. The 
count for the past ten months 
has hit 1,189, already suprassing 
the record total for the previous 
fiscal year. 
H ie figures mean that roughly 
I out of every 500 postal e m ­ 
ployes is arrested for theft each 
year. 
In big cities, the percentage is 
probably worse. One-third of the 
a rrests so far this y ear have 
been in the New York area.

can politics, hoping it would be 
the answer.

"And if political involve­ 
ment can let it out, it may he 
tho hest way to solve our prob­ 
lems." 
"It is the best hope we have,” 
said Rep. Allard K. Lovvenstein, 
D-N.Y., who has been cam ­ 
paigning lo keep student dissent 
within tho demoeratic system. 
“God willing, it wull change the 
country.” 
The youngsters, hair cut shoii 
and dressed rn their Sunday 
best, have gone calling on their 
congressmen, imploring, listen­ 
ing, taking notes and picking up 
the fine points of lobbying. 
On the basis of what they are 
learning about the lawmakers, 
they plan to work in the upcom­ 
ing 
congressional elections to 
defeat tho.se who aren’t giving 
the right answers. 
"lf this doesn’t work, I don’t 
know what will happen,” a som­ 
ber young man said. 
"They will 
become disillu­ 
sioned,” answered a leader of 
the Student Mobilization Com­ 
mittee, which is committed to 
the tactics of nonviolent con­ 
frontation. "And they will look 
for other alternatives.” 
But for the moment, great 
numbers of yoimg people, rais­ 
ing their voices for the first 
time, arc tr>ing for reform 
within the bounds of work, dis­ 
cussion and respect. 
These new political dissenters 
are groping, uncertain and es- 
sentially leaderless. Their only 
cohesion is an expressed con­ 
cern to stop the war and, if pos­ 
sible, preserve the democratic 
system. 
Why a political approach rath­ 
er than street tactics? 
"Because that’s the right one 
in a democracy, isn’t it?” one 
student said. "We think democ­ 
racy can still work.” 
"You can get people to a ral­ 
ly, but those who do are proba­ 
bly already on your side. We’re 
concentrating on changing peo­ 
ple’s minds, and that means po­ 
litical work,” another observed. 
Ron Young, coordinator of the 
New Mobilization (Committee to 
End the War in Vietnam, which 
organized giant demonstrations 
here Nov. 15 and May 9, rejects 
the political approach 
‘Our 
basic 
sense,’’ 
said 
Young, "is that the direction 


which organizers nec'd to turn 
during the present crisis is to- 
w'urd the people rather than to­ 
ward the Congress.” 
"I jiLst don’t think people are 
going to put all their faith in 
electoral kinds of things,” said 
Charles Palmer, president 
of 
the National Student Associa­ 
tion, who like Young favors the 
strike, draft resistance and sim­ 
ilar methods. 
However, the vast majority of 
the newcomers are leaning to 
the fM'acefiU process. 
The biggest problem is going 
to be keeping up the momen­ 
tum. 


"What we’re demanding is a 
far higher level of eonimitment 
than you usually see among stu­ 
dents,” said Jeff Ruiiman, or­ 
ganizer of a political movement 
at Columbia Univer.sty. 
" It’s not fun and ifs not so­ 
cial.” 
Rudman 
said. 
"We 
haven’t 
had 
a 
single party. 
We’ve kept kids here till mad­ 
dening hours of the night. Kids 
.standing on .street corners for 
six hours at a .stretch don’t con­ 
sider that fun.”
